-Mitchell, of Chicago, who addressed 
the American Institute 
of 
Home- 


opathy, here today. Dr. Mitchell said: 


"Diabetes is a disease which is in- 


creasing steadily in the United States. 
Mortuary statistics available include 
the deaths registered up to the year 
1914, and from them we learn that 
between 19U1 and 19u5 there were 
only 'All2 registered 
deaths 
from 


this disease, on an average for these 
six years, but in the year 1913 there 
were 9,660 deaths. 
The death rate 


on the average from 190J to 1905 
was per hundred thousand only 11.5, 
while that for 1913 was ir..3. 


"Moreover, disregarding the mor- 


tality, but looking at the disease from 
the viewpoint of curability, diabetes 
is certainly more formidable than 
almost any disease with which we 
are familiar, inasmuch as 
neither 


drugs, diet, 
climate 
nor 
surgical 


operation can be said to ett'ect a cure, 
and the average age of death from 
diabetes is between fifty and 
fifty- 


five. 


"The number of persons 
iu 
the 


United States with latent, diabetes is 
probably larger than we realize. The 
existence of concealed diabetic tend- 
encies in a considerable number of 
beings must be recognized. 
It is 


time that both 
press 
and 
public 


woke up to the fact that diabetes in 
the Twentieth Century killed more 
than ten thousand persons in the 
United States alone, and that most of 
these persons were of 
high 
social 


economic value was responsible for 
the statement 
that 
'if 
you 
have 


diabetes, 
It's 
a 
cinch you have 


brains." 


"Diabetes is indeed a disease of the 


intelligent class, and we can ill af- 
ford to let it prey upon these peo- 
ple so much needed by our nation 
at all times."

tion's existence. 
Relief—602 
applicants received, 


$1148.48. This was devoted chiefly 
to famlles with little children, to the 
aged and the sick. 


Relief Work—Io4fi 
work 
cards 


have been issued. 
1-"03 cards were 


worked, earning $1512.20 \vith both 
forms of relief we have aided 
459 


families, 129 resident single persons, 
and 87 transients. 
A total of some 


2500 individuals from 14 nationali- 
ties have received aid. A free Labor 
Bureau has been conducted in con- 
nection with the Y. M. C. A. and the 
Y. W. C. A. Bureaus to care for this 
•work. 
Applications have been 
re- 


ceived for positions in all factories 
and trades of Newark, and every sort 
of unskilled labor in town and on 
the farm.

besides tomatoes to can. cabbage, 
turnips, beets and carrots for the 
coming winter. 


The garden committee is farming 


a number of lots in addition and will 
store the crop for the use of other 
families with no gardens. 
We in- 


vite farmers and gardeners to notify 
us if they produce a surplus and are 
willing to donate a portion to us to 
store up for winter. 
Potatoes and 


all staple vegetables, 
fruit, wheat, 


rye and corn—anything that can be 
turned Into food or fuel. 
Seeds and plants in large quanti- 


ties have been donated to these gar- 
deners by Kent Bros., George L. Mil- 
ler, Arthur Powell, M. Schlieffer, W.

Social service prompts and directs all 
forms of relief, but it also speciali- 
zes in different fields of service. For 
example:

above, not only has brought to these 
families the concrete help 
of 
the 


gardens, but has called 
forth 
the 


helpful co-operation of a large com- 
mittee, 
besides 
securing 
gifts of 


money and lots and seeds required 
to do the work. 
Some of the fam- 


ilies thus aided have 
al?o 
shared 


with others and have assisted the 
committee in its work. 
The value 


of such co-operation far exceeds all 
material benefits: (b) the park com- 
mittee, likewise, by pointing out the 
ugly spots and planning for city im- 
provements, really devised ways and 
means for much oi' the relief worn 
and areatly assisted in direr-ting the 
distribution. 
Their work lias only 


been started. 
Their service during 


the ensuing year will be of greatest

committee. 
The discovery in one ot 


our homes of a home-made mat, such 
ns our mothers mado of rags, led to 
the formation

this committee. 


They have provided 
material 
for 


many such mats and found ready sale 
for the product, thus enabling one 
family to support itself by a valuable 
home-industry. 
Other liner, of in- 


dustry are coming to light in other 
needy homes, and again personal ser- 
vice is blessing the recipient and the 
workers. 
Our committee 
can 
use 


more material for nvits—send to 61 
East Church street; (a) tho superin- 
tendent, assisted by eighty-five vol- 
unteer workers, has visited all the 
local cases given aid. 
Many cases, 


the sick in particular, have been seen 
frequently and have been given care- 
ful service. Three hundred and i'il'H- 
live cases have neen g:vcn friendly 
counsel and direction who received 
no material aid.

tent joined with us. A number have 
given us the list of their beneficiaries 
and others will do so before October. 


All Public Out-door Relief-giving 


Agencies of the city and county have 
also given us references 
to

lists. 
From these names a Confi- 


dential Exchange is being prepared 
for the coming 
winter. 
This ex- 


change will be explained in our pro- 
gram for the ensuing year. 


The Juvenile Court, the Health De- 


partment, Children's Home, City Hos- 
pital and Newark Sanitarium have 
been at our service constantly while 
City. Town and County Officials haw 
given us-their strong support. 


The Physicians and Narses have 


worked by our side in generous and 
sympathetic services. 
We have had a 


few cases requiring legal aid and this 
service has been freely given. 


The 
association 
opened 
as 
an 


emergency relief society, but with 
the expectation of taking 
up 
the 


constructive work of Organized Char- 
itites when the stress had passed. 


Out-door relief work is the first 


step on the road to independence. 
Some cities provide municipal work 
shops where the 
unemployed 
can 


engage in home industries for person- 
al use and sale, thus meeting this 
demand. 
We had to depend 
upon 
public 


works only, and placed our men at 
the disposal of the Public Service- 
Board, City Supervision was provided 
and our men were placed at street 
cleaning. 
We 
also 
provided 
the 


men for "Clean-up-Week" and en- 
abled the Department to do 
the 


week's work in three days at half 
the usual cost to the City. Our mcri 
scraped most of the 
streets 
twice 


over, besides cleaning many alleys, 
vacant lots and 
odd corners, 
and 


shoveled over 3000 loads of dirt into 
the city wagons for removal. 
W« 


also turned the old gas plant intu 
the beginning of a park 
and 
have 


projected other works for the city. 


This work has cost the city only 


the supervision and teaming. 
The 


workmen have been paid from our 
tieasury the sum of 
$1512.20 
for 


this labor. This is a direct, and, we 
are assured by Chief of the Depart- 
ment, a valuable contribution to the 
city welfare. It is worthy of recogni- 
tion, moreover, that this money has 
boon donated by the members of thif- 
Assc.ciation and has not been appro- 
priated by the city or been added to 
the burden of tax payers. 


\Vc organized at the worst pos- 


sible time of the year, under Oe 
i-tress of the hardest year in a de- 
cade, and without a trained staff of 
workers. 
Notwithstanding 
tV.CEt,- 


handif-aps, we have made 
a 
record 


for large achievement and already 
have preparations well in hand for 
the ensuing year. 
Our program will 


bo announced in the beginning of the 
Autumn campaign.
